HOW FLANAGAN ATE BREAKFAST. 


A few minutes before the court convened 
this morning Edward Flanagan was 


brought in from the Fulton county jail, 


where he spent the night, and was taken 
into the jury room. A bailiff followed him 
with a waiter, on which was the prisoner's 
breakfast. In consisted of fried eggs, three 
biscuits, meat and coffee. 

Flanagan very carefully pulled the wal- 
ter around on a bench so that he could turn 
his back on those who were watching him 
while he ate. He first poured out a halt 


cup of black coffee, and drank it without. 


sugar; then he picked up a biscuit 
nibbled at hand threw it down. His 
dropped to the floor and he finished — 
meal with his fingers. 

During the entire session of ‘the art in

| *the morning. the prisoner kept. his face 


buried in his hands upon the table. 
THIS MORNING’S, SESSION. 

At 8 o’clock this, morning the court re- 
convened. 

The first witness examined was A. B. 
Ham, of Ramer, Tenn. He was a merchant 
and had been in Ramer since 1876. lie was 
no relative of the Flanagans. He knew the 
family in 1876. Saw the prisoner’s mother 
quite often and considered her a delicate 
woman. Also knew the prisoner’s sister, 
whe was at one time a very superior young 
woman, but she afterwards became nen- 
tally unbalanced, and she dressed in an in- 
decent manner and acted as a lunatic. 
Witness also knew the prisoner, Edvard 
Flanagan, when he was a boy. He wes an 
ordinary boy, but talked in an ecventric 
manner. Didn't think him crazy, but just 
slightly mentally unbalanced. Witness 
identified certain letters which the prisoner, 
through some strange freak, had written 
them in envelopes addressed to witness. 
The Flanagan family are very por but 
honest people. | 

On the cross-examination Mr. Ham stated 
he saw Flanagan's miother tregiently. 
Prisoners sister, he thought, was at one 
time mentally weak. She would speak 
when spoken to. The girl died about 189, 
before her mother. 

T. J. Ramer was placed upon the stand. 
He testified that he lived at Ramer’s 
station, Tenn. He was a farmer. Is in 
no way related to or connected with the 
Flanagans. Has known the family twen- 
ty-five or thirty years. At one time he 
lived only 150 feet from them as long as 
eighteen years.. Mrs. Flanagan was a 
weakly woman. She complained of pains 
in the head and breast and was always 
taking medicine. She would have wocdy 
spells,“ and at such times would complain 
that she had no friends. Witness also 
knew Flanagan's sister, who was at one 
time a bright girl, but later got in a bed 
condition mentally. She refused to it in 
a chair, saying it would kill her. and 
would sit upon the floor in corners of the 
room. Witness did not consider tue girl 
of sound mind. 

On cross-cxamination witness stated that 
the Flanagan girl had been afflicted long 
before he knew her, and he didnt know 
whether it was due to sickness or nct. 
As to the mother of Flanagan, he couldn't 
say there was anything about her that 
would not have been noticed in persons 
afflicted with severe neuralgia. 

THE “SQUIRE” TESTIFIES. 

“Squire” Ramer testified that he had 
been the justice of the peace at Ramer, 
Tenn., for twenty-four years, He knew 
all the Flanagan family. Fanny Flanagan, 
the prisoner's sister, showed signs of 
weak-mindedness about a year after she 
moved to Ramer. She was at first bright, 


then suddenly became careless und showed 


signs of mental breaking down. She 
would not sit in à chair, but always cn 
the floor. She was not noticed in em- 
pany. Witness had never heard of any 
acts of violence being committed by the 
defendant.

GAVE THE GIRLS RINGS AND CANDY. 


Loved Leila Because She Was Low, Stout 
and Fat—She Weighed Seventy-three 
Pounds, and Was Ten Years Old—Where 
He Met the Girl—Story of His Crime and 
Curious Mind. 


At 3 o’clock this afternoon Edwin Flana- 
gan took the stand in the DeKalb court- 
house to tell his strange story to the 
jury. He was put on the witness bench 
by Colonel Glenn and instructed to tell all 
he knew of himself and his actions. 

Flanagan looked up at the ceiling as he 
spoke, and it was with a strange gleam in 
his eyes and an absent-minded and indif- 
ferent manner in which he slowly brought 
out the mysterious feelings that finally 
prompted him to do murder. 

He told how he loved little girls and how 
he first met Leila Allen and tell in love 
He told of his gtving her pres- 
ents and promising to marry her. It was 
a. strange tale the strange man revealed, 
and those in the court, lent ‘their ears to 
the. recital of one. ot. the strangest stories 
ever recited in a Georgia courtroom. } 

When Flanagan got on the stand he 
looked about him curidusly and dM not 
seem to realize what was expected of him. 


‘Judge Candler spoke to the witness and 


told him to go ahead. Flanagan said: 
FLANAGAN’S STRANGE TALE. 

“I first went to the Allen house to see 
little Gertrude. When there to see Ger- 
trude I met Leila Allen. I took a Hking 
to Leila then and Lila, too. After awhile 
I went to the train with Gertrude and on 
the way asked her to marry me. After I 
got to thinking about it I decided that 
Leila was much more jolly and voluptu- 
ous. I liked her more and more, because 
she 
short dresses and used to play in my arms. 


was low, stout and fat. She wore 
I gave her many presents. 

At this point Flanagan had already got 
mixed in his story, and it was tedious work 


to follow him. He finally branched out on 


‘Léla again, and said. that Lila and Leila 


both seemed to get jealous of him. He 
said they got to quarreling, and he then 
had to decide between the two which he 
would marry. He said Lila was fourteen 
years old and Leila was only ten. That 
made a big difference with him. 

He said he decided that Lila was too old 
for him. He saw Leila every day and fell 
in love with her. 

One day he took Leila and Lila to town 
and weighedthem. He found that Leila 
weighed seventy-three pounds and Lila only 
seventy pounds. Leila was three years 
younger and weighed three pounds more. 
When he found that out he loved Leila all 

more. He gave her a beautiful ring 
with pearls and rubies. Lila wanted 
ring and he told her he would give 
one, too, if she would marry him. 
wouldn't do it then. 

Lila wanted to be his girl and was al- 
ways coming between him and Letla. One 
day they all hed their pictures taken. 
He told of a trip to Madison with Leila 
and said that he asked her to marry him. 
She agreed to do so and they became en- 
gaged. The folks at Madison didn't want 
him to see Gertrude. He proposed to take 
Leila to Chattanooga and marty her. 
He asked her mother for her, and she. 
consented to the marriage. He then told 
of his association with Leila after their 


engagement. He said ne took her o the 


“exposition grounds, to Lakewood bark.

give Leila to him. He agreed to send her 
to the Agnes Scott institute and should 


buy a horse end buggy for her and Grand- 
pa Allen to ride m. And he would pay 
grandpa for carrying Lela to school. 
He then told grandpa to consider him his 
son. Time wore cn, he said. He went to 
Atlanta and bought Leila an opal ring. 
Iie bought her fruit and went to Ponce 
de Leon with her one day. Out there he 
told her he wanted to marry her and that 
he wanted the ring to be their engayerment 
ring. He put the ring on ner finger and 
tcld her she was his. . 

“Her mother asked me if it was an en- 
gagement ring. 

J said, ‘ask Leila.’ 

“Mr. Allen was building a house. I went 
out with Mrs. Allen to see him. I went 
again, but could not see him either time. 
When Mr. Allen came home I asked him 
to take a walk with me. I hardly knew 
how to approach hi 

„J said: ‘Mr. Alen, I simply worship 
your daughter. I know that she is small, 
but if you will let me have her I'll send 
her to Agnes Scott, and clothe her and 
board her at your house,’

“I felt badly. 1 loved the girl and Allen 
did not appreciate me. Told me I could 
have Lela when she was of age. Allen did 
not want me to take Lela while she was 
60 young.“ 

At this time Allen got up out of his chair. 
Judge Candler ordered bim to sit down. 

Mr. Glenn asked Wat the prisoner be 
allowed to stand. Judge Candler would 
not allow this. Flanagan sat down. 

He continued: ‘ 

“It made me miserable to think that they 
would not let me have the girl I loved 
her so 1 couldn't leave the house without 
her. I carried her with me everywhere I 
went. Even to the top of the capitol, and 
I showed her the city through a spy glass. 

“I bought her shoes and stockings when 
she went to school. I did not want her 
to go to school, because she played 80 
much with the boys. I got her some jack- 
stones and we played together. I remon- 
strated with her mother about her playing 
with the boys and she said they were only 
children. 

“Time went on and they kept her from 
me. They said 1 neighbors talked too 
much. 

— 1 Sete vene den me 
they would tet me end prayed God they 


would never part us.“ 


“The prisoner took up considerable time 
in talking about Allen: 

“I ran away from Atlanta, but could not 
stay away. Something drew me back, and 
I went back to Allen’s. ‘Mrs. Allen wel- 
comed me, but Lela refused to speak to 
me until that night, when she came to my 


room smiling. I took her to my arms and , 


I was then happy. I forgot evérything and 
thought that we never part after that. Mr. 
Allen came and took Lela away. After- 
wards I got a flashlight photograph instru- 


ment to take her picture, and burned my 


finger with it. I lost all hope when I burn- 
ed my finger.“ 

Flanagan then told of the kflling. He 
said he found out that the detectives were 
after him and that there was nochance 
to escape. He said George Allen had gone 
to see Chief Connolly and that everything 
was done to hem me in. 

“I determined to escape ard tried to get 
my money. They wanted to rob him of 
his sweetheart and his money, too, he 
said. 

He then said Ruth Slack had watched 
him. That night at the table Allen joked 
with him about a mule. All hope had fled, 
and he went to his room after supper. He 
heard the whistles blowing, and looked 
out of the window and saw two men out- 
side. He then got his pistol and saw that 
he could not escape. He ran down stairs 
and when he met Allen he fired at him. 

The lights went out, and he then tried 
to escape in the darkness. He ran to the 
door and felt something holding him. He 
then fired right and left, not knowing who 
he hit. He said he was then caught by 
Mrs. Allen and overpowered. , 

At this point Flanagan made a dramatic 
speech in conclusion. He said: 

“Gentlemen of the Jury—I have told you 
the truth, so help me God. I now stand 
before you and the bar of judgment and 
swear that the girl's father was guilty and 
responsible for all this.“ 

Flanagan arose at this point and started 
to go on with his story, but Judge Candler 
stopped Aim, which ended the statement. 

As soon as Flanagan finished his state- 
ment the state introduced a notebook that 
belonged to the prisoner. In this are ya- 
rious notes and accounts of the wants 
It will be read in full.

Klassett Was on His Way Home When 
He Was Held Up and Attacked by 
Four Masked Men, Vent on Doing 
Robbery at Any Cost—Is a Well- 
Known Bartender. 


Charles Klassett, a bartender in the em- 
ploy of H. C. Beermann, and who 1s in 
charge of the saloon on the corner ot Pe- 
was knocked 
down and robbed last night by four men. 

He was relieved of $20 in silver and a gold 
watch, after which he was left by the 
highwaymen, who quickly escaped with 
their booty. 

The robbery occurred about ten minutes 
after 10 o’clock and was of a peculiar na- 
ture. Klassett is in charge of the saloon 
which is owned by H. C. Beermann, and 
which is located on the corner of Peters 
and Beermann streets. He lives on Fair 


ters and Beerman streets, 


| street. near Walker, and is well liked by 


all of the residents of that section of the 
omy. 

It has been his custom for some time prst 
to take the receipts of the night out of the 
cash drawer and take them to his home. 
He then turns this money over to Mr. 
Beermann. Last night as usual he took the 
mone} out. of the drawer. It amoumed in 
all to about $20. 

He put this in his pocket and after lock- 
ing up the saloon started home. I: was 
near the corner of Larkin and V/alker 
streets that the robbery occurred. Klassett 
saw four men turn out of Larkin street, 
but he thought nothing of it. 

When the men reached him two went on 
either side and just as they were abreast 
of. him one of the men on his right struck 
him with something heavy. Just what 
that something was Klassett does not know 
It may have been the butt end ot A pistwi 
or it may have been a sand bag. Klassett 
fell to the earth stunned almost to insensi- 
bility. He was conscious of the fact that 
he was being robbed, but the blow had 
rendered him powerless. 

The men seemed to know exactly where 
the money was, for with no hesitation at 
ali they reached into the pocket where it 
had been placed and took it out. They 
then took Klassett’s watch and made good 
their escape. The victim, as soon as he 


nad fully regained his senses, went home 
and them to the police station, where he 
reported what had happened.

New York, February 16.--A special cable 
dispatch to The Sun from London says: IL 
is announced that the powers have agreed 
to make a joint occupation of Crete, with 
the object of eventually turning the island 
cver to Greece. 

The belief ig still widespread in Europe 
that Greece has not followed the defiant 
policy of the past few days without a se- 
cret assurance from some quarter that she 
weuld not be allowed to suffer for her 
apparent foolhardiness, 75 

It is, of course, impossible to judge of 
the prcbable development of the present 
crisis withcut rome knolwedge of its secret 
inception; for it is incredible that it has 
reached its present phase spontaneously. 
It is easy to see how the sultan might profit 
by creating fresh complications and diffi- 
culties in the hcpe of warding off the dis- 
ciplinary measures which have been so long 
preparirg..It is by no means obvious, how- 
ever, how anybody else could benefit by the 
warlike events of the past few days. 

AN INTERESTING REPORT. 

A highly interesting report bearing upon 
this peint was discussed yesterday in an 
unusually well informed circle of London 
bankers. It is to this effect: 

A fortnight ago Lord Salisbury became 
fearful that one or more powers which had 


yielded acquiescence to England's proposal ~ 4 


that coercive measures be adopted in order 
to secure genuine reform in the Ottoman 
empire were beginning to waver in that 
policy. There were signs that when the 
moment came to use force one at least, 


and probably two, of the continental gov-

Lord Salisbury believes firmly, as does 
most of the rest of the world, that nothing 
whatever short of sharp coercion applied

New York, February 16.—The Herald’s 
special cable from Panama says: 

A letter received by an official here from 
La Pas, Bolivia, states that the Bolivian 
congress will declare war upon Peru. 

The letter also says that there ts great 
activity in military circles in Bolivia. The 
army is being placed on a war footing and 
recruiting has begun throughout the re- 
public. 

The general staff is studying the topo- 
graphy of the Peruvian provinces of Are- 
quipa, Puna and Moquegua, and the Bo- 
livian press publishes documents to plain- 
ly show that this territory is undoubtedly 
a part of Bolivia. 

The Bolivian g8vernment has withdrawn 
its diplomatic representative from Asun- 
cion, Paraguay. The latter nation refuses 
to send a minister to Sucre. This further 
delays a solution of the boundary dispute 
wetween these countries. 


GREECE HAS LANDED TROOP. 


The Powers Have Not Interfered and 
a Battle Is Not Expected To 
Take Place. 


Athens, February 16.—Advices received 
here from Crete say that none of the for- 
eign warships in Cretan waters have landed 
any men except at Canea.

The bodies of the bride and groom, Mr. 
and Mrs. Miller Ripley, which were found 
in Hawkins county yesterday, finishes a 
history that in the amount of tragedy it 
contains is unparalleled. 

The couple has been missing since Sat- 
urday and the finding of their bodies was 
not altogether unexpected. 

It appears that a feud which existed be- 
tween the Ripley and another family, the 
Sutherland, had for some unknown cause 
suddenly blazed forth again, and the 
young. couple almost immediatély after 
their marriage started out on their work 
of revenge, which ended in their burning 
the residence of Henry Sutherland. 

After this their movements are unknown 
except that they went to a church and 
there deposited their outer clothing and the 
saddles of the horses which they rode and 
then went to their death. 

Two empty vials of laudanum were found 
near where they drowned themselves in 
the river 

Ripley was highly connected. He was a 
close relative of Colonel Ripley, of Knox-

The first was to a borther at Ramet, 
Tenn., in which he apeke of some terrible 
secret and asked for friendship. The 
letter was rambling and mixed. It was 
dated November D, 1896. 

The second letter was dated September 16, 
1896, and was directed to A. B. Ham, Ra- 
mer, Tenn., and in it was inclosed a letter 
to his brother, W. W. Flanagan. In this 
Flanagan besought his brother to write to 
him. It was also very rambling. 

The third was dated from Austell, May 
12, 1896, in which he complained that his 
brother to whom he wrote, had not an- 
swered hig other letters. 

The fourth was dated July 20, 1896. This 
‘was to his brother, W. W. Flanagan, and 


he spoke of some mysterious persons who 


were stopping his mail. 

The fifth was to the same brother and 
dated December 10, 1806. It was inclosed 
In an envelope directed to A. B. Ham. He 
wrote that if he did not hear from his 
brother he would go to Cuba and have a 
sword and a broad-brim hat with a plume. 
He requested his brother to write to Mr. 
Pue, at the Standard Oil Company's office, 
and inclose a letter to him (Edward Flana- 
gan), as he was being watched by detec- 
tives and couldn’t get his mail at the big 
postoffice. 

WANTFD PRETTY GIRLS TO WED. 

The sixth letter was to the same brother 
and dated July 1, 1896. It was in the same 
tenor as the others and concluded with the 
request: 

“Burn this letter, for I am in trouble, 
and you are the only man I can trust.“ 

Letter No. 7 was dated September 3, 
1896. It made an appeal for an answer from 
the brother to whom he was writing and 
ended with: “If you do not answer me 
this time, I will write no more.” 

The next letter read was to Miss Minnie 
Flanagan, of date March 13, 1896. He 
spoke of the snow and asked if there were 
any pretty little girls who would marry 
him. He didn’t care for tattlers and rags, 
he wanted her very young and pretty and 
he would make her a queen. 

On January 25, 1896, he wrote to Minnie 
Flanagan, his niece. He had, he said, $1,500 
with which he would buy a farm. He gave 
a fantastic description of the farm. he 
intended to own with a “little girl as its 
queen.“ 

There was part of a letter in which he 
spoke of Leila Allen, whom he described as 
@ queen and stated that she had promised 
to marry him. His reference to the child 
“playing with his mustache with her 
fingers“ caused some of the jurors to 
smile. 

In a letter of July 29, 1895, to Miss Minnie 
Flanagan he again wrote of his pretty 
“little girl sweetheart.“ He advised her 
not to love too deeply until she could have 
it returned in the same measure. 

Two letters were read which were Writ- 
in 1890 to a young 
girl friend. He wrote several Verses’ of 
poetry of a passionate style. This was 
written to Miss Victoria. 

FLANAGAN’S PERSONAL EFFECTS. 

Colonel Glenn submitted in evidence the 
personal effects found on the prisoner the 
night he was arrested. There were pleces 
of letters, a small memorandum book and 
scraps of paper containing holes made by 
Flanagan. While these were being exam- 
ined by the state’s attorneys very critical- 
ly, the defense called Mrs. Ada Brown, of 
Blakely, Ga., who was the first lady wit- 
ness placed upon the stand. 

When Mrs. Brown came into court she 
was accompanied by her very pretty young 
daughter, whom Colonel Glenn explained 
was not to be introduced as a witness, but 
Was merely to be shown to the jury. Mrs. 
Brown gave an account of a visit to a 
hayise where Flanagan was in the parlor 
With several little girls. 

Afternoons Flanagan took her little girl 
and others to the photograph gallery to 
have their pictures taken. He gave his 
picture to her child, Whose name was Ada. 
The witness testified that Flanagan wrote 
asking to take the child's picture and 
Mrs. Brown's reply was introduced in evi- 
dence. Witness stated Flanagan asked her 
for Ada and said: 

“The men who have told me since she 
was three or four years old that they 
wanted Ada.” | 

Colonel Glenn remarked that Miss Ada 
was the prettiest little girl in Georgia next 
to his own. 

On the cross-examination Mrs. Brown 
stated that Flanagan had had the pictures 
of several little girls taken. She heard 
Flanagan say nothing which impressed her 
as unusual. She treated Flanagan's re- 
quest as a joke. 

WANTED TO MARRY A CHILD. 

Mrs. Kerr took the stand. She is a dress- 
maker, Her little girl was brought in 
with her. 

She said she had seen Flanagan three 
times.

Alexander McCandless, photographer, 
testified he became acquainted with Flana- 
gan last summer, when he called to learn 
something about the photographic busi- 
ness. Flanagan made notes of how to mix 
chemicals. Witness was shown & memo- 
randum book which he identified as the 
one Flanagan had used. A little girl was 
noticed by Flanagan, who remarked: ‘She 
is a well-made little girl.“ And when told 
that there were plenty of pretty women 
from sixteen years up, he said: No, no, I 
don’t want them so old. I have no faith 


+ in them.“ 


Flanagan called to see the witness a sec- 
ond time and staid to see the little girls 
pull candy and remarked on their beauty, 
saying he would like to get acquainted 
with them. On another occasion Flana- 
gan exhibited a photograph of a little girl 
about eleven years old and wanted an 
ivory type made of her, saying that he 

would give $100 if any person would take 
the child to Tennessee, where he couid 
marry her. Witness told Flanagan he was 
fixing to get the top of his head blown off. 
This occurred long before the Alien shoot- 
in 

a cross examindtion witness said Flan- 
agan first came to him to learn about 
photography. Saw nothing wrong except 
his queer talk about littie giris, which 
was unusual for men of his age. Fiana- 
gan’s talk was that of a man who wanted 
to kidnap a chiid. 

On tho re-examination witness had never 
heard of such a case of a Man wanting to 
pay $100 to somebody to kidnap a little girl. 

THE PHOTOGRAPHER’S WIFE. 


Mrs. McCandless, wife of the photugra- 
pher, took the witness stand. She saw 
Fianagan at her home. The last visit he 
made Was on Sunday and he showed a girl's 
picture which ne wanted to have copied 
en an ivory type. He wanted to marry the 
child, but her mother objected. Flanagan 
hus a habit of batting his eyes and closing 
them and witness noticed him doing the 
sume thing in the courtroom yesterday. 

A PRIEST GIVES BVIDENCE. 


Father Kennedy testified that he saw 
before the 


Flanagen four or five weeks 
murder. It was just after early mass, when 
witness was kneeling “and pray!rg that 
Flanagan disturbed him saying: 

Can I see you?” He mad. an appointment 

to see him later. At a later interview Flan- 
agan said: I want tc become a Roman 
CatFolic. It was the dying request of my 
dying father. Other members of the family 
were Presbyterians.’’ Witness gave him a 
child's catechism aud appointed one chap- 
ter. 
Told Flanagan to come back. Witness 
noticed he was a morose, somber individual. 
Flanagan came back again and he was ex- 
amined in the catechism, but could only 
answer one question: “Who made the 
world?” God.“ Said he didn’t have much 
memory. The same gloomy spirit was no- 
tloed, no attention being paid to witness's 
instructions in the catechism. Witness ask- 
ed Flanagan if he was in trouble. He re- 
plied that he would tell it all, and then 
he wanteu to know when he could be bap- 
tized. He was told that was a long time 
off yet. The baptism appeared to worry 
him, and he asked if he read all the book 
if he couldn't then be bapized. On the 
fourth visit witness asked Flanagan if 
there was a Catholic whom he wished to 
marry. He replied no; but he intended to 
make her“ a Catholic some day. 

He said he wanted to be baptized so ho 
could confess. Afterwards Flanagan told 
his story. Witness wanted it distinctly un- 
derstood that Flanagan's statement was no 
“sacramental confession,” but merely a 
confidential talk. 

Colonel Glenn said the court would re- 
lieve all bonds of secrecy. 

Witness then told hcw Flanagan confess- 
ed his infatuation for little Leila Allen; 
how he spoke to the parents and that they 
were willing when the girl became older; 
how things changed ard the little girl was 
kept from him, 

“Flanagan,” the witness continued, “said 
he. ncticed too much affection between 
Leila and her father and their relations 
were unnatural,” 

While Father Kennedy was still on the 
stand court adjourned at 12:30 for one hour. 
WANTED TO MARRY LEILA. 

At 1:30 o’clock this afternoon the court 
reconvened and Father Kennedy again took 
the stand. He told of a visit of Flanagan. 
The latter proposed to send Leila Allen 
to the convent and have her ‘educated so 
he could marry her when she got big 

enough. 

Father Kennedy became angry with the 
strange man and finally told him to go 
away and never visit him again.

DUSTROW HANGED. 


HIS GREAT WEALTH DID NOT PRE- 
VENT HIS EXECUTION, 


He Killed His Wife and Child, and 
Though Every Effort Has Been 
Made, His Lawyers Could 
Not Save His Neck. 


Jefferson City, Mo., February 16. 
Special to The Evening Constitution. 

Dr. Arthur Duestrow, known as the mill- 
ijonaire murderer, was hanged at Union at 
noon today for the murder of his wife and 
child. 

Dr. Duestrow killed his wife and child 
in cold blood on February 138, 1894, and has 
been tried several times for the crime, and 
twice investigations as to his sanity have 
been made. Every technicality known to 
the law has been taken advantage of to 
save his life, 

As a result of the investigations Gov 
ernor Stevens has decided to let the law 
take its course, and Duestrow was hanged 
today at Union, Mo., where he was con- 
victed, 

Perhaps no case in the history of Amer 
ica has created such widespread attention 
as the one in question. Dr. Duestrow was a 
prominent young physician who had in- 
herited over $3,000,000 from his father. Be- 
fore his father’s death his fortune wus 
promising, and when he first began to prac- 
tice his professicn he married one of the 
most aristocratic society belles of Missouri. 


Upon the death of his father and the inher- 
itance of his vast properties the young 


_ Physician began to dissipate and soon lost 


his practice and became a regular inmate 
of the salocns. 

On the afterncop of February 13,, 18%, 
just three years egc, he returned to his 
home, a magnificent miansion, tn his pri- 
vate carriage, and was met at the door 
by his wife nh her young daby in her 
arms. 

He was ordand 15 drink, and as she 
spoke to. him, of his condition, he imme- 
diately drew his pistol and shot her dead 
in the hall. She fell with the baby in her 
arms. He then grabbed the baby, and press- 
ing its little head against the wall of the 
hall, placed the pistol to its temple and 
literally shot the head into fragments. 

One of the servant girls, who was at- 
tracted by the shooting, ran into the pres- 
ence of the murderer and shrank from 
the scene screaming, while Duestrow mado 
every effort to kill her. In this he failed, 
as officers soon arrived and he was placed 
under arrest. 

Since Duestrow’s confinement he has éon- 
tinuously denied his identity and his ac- 
tions have been apparently of a violently 
insane man. Upon this point his counsel, 
among which were many of the most prom- 
inent of lawyers in Missouri, made the plea 
of insanity, and have fought the case on 
that ground. 


GHARGED WITH MURDER. 


A. G. WEATHERFORD ARRESTED ON 
ARRIVAL FROM NICARAGUA, 


He Admits His Guilt and Tells of the 
Cause of His Committing the 
Deed—Domestic Trouble at 
the Bottom of It, 


New Orleans, February 16.

A. G. Weatherford, of Memphis, a pas- 
senger, was arrested this morning by de- 
tectives or the arrival of the steamship 
Suldal here. The arrest wes made on a 
telegram being received from the governor 
of Nicaragua stating that. Weatherford 
was wanted for the murder of Charles 
Brown in that country. 

Weatiierford, after his arrest here, made 
a frank statement. 

He said that he had discovered that 
Brown and his wife were intimate and 
when he secured the proof he confronted 
Brown and killed him. 

Mrs. Weatherford was Miss Haymond, of 
Wisconsin. 

They were married in 1893. Brown was 
twenty-two years of age and from Texas, 
and was manager of the Mango plantation 
in Nicaragua.

With One of Latest Barry Stamp 
Canceling Machines. -

New Machine Does Away with Two 
Clerks and Keeps Nine Others 
Busy at Work. 


STAMPS 600 LETTERS A MINUTE

The Invention Is a Great Time, Labor 
and Money Saver—Similar Machines 
Are Being Placed in All the Large 
Cities—An Annual Saving of $1,050 
Is Made im the Atlanta Postofiice. 
Postmaster Fox Explains Workings 
of the Machine. 


A remarkable stamp canceling machine 
has just been placed in the Atlanta post- 
office, Which will greatly lessen the labor 
of the clerks in the office and at the same 
time reduce expenses by disposing of the 
services of two clerks. 

Tue raachine was placed in position yes- 
terday by the patentee and was accepted 
by L'ostnaster Fox last night, so that it is 
dowg full duty today. 

The new machine is known as the Barry 
cal. celing n:achine. 

The government has recently contracted 
for two kinds of stamps canceling ma- 
chines wi.ch it proposes to place in the 
large postoffices all over the country. 
is anown as the Boston machine and the 
otiv.r the Barry machine. The machine 
. which has been placed in the Atlanta post- 
office is said to be the better and swifter of 
the two, and similar ones will be placed 
in aii the large cities of the south. 

Mr barry, who patented the machine, is 
a resident of Oswego, New York, and the 
machine is manufactured in Kingsford. 
RENTAL WAS RAISED. 


Util a little over a year ago the gov- 
erurtent had in use at this place and other 
offices throughout the union a machine 
known as the Dolphin stamp ceeetiing ma- 
chine. For these machines a rental of $40 
@ year was paid. The company which 
owned the machines wanted to raise the 
renta! to $600 a year for each machine, and 
as a result the government ordered all of 
the machines which it had in use out im- 
metiiately, the Atlanta postoffice being no- 
tified by wire to cease the use of the ma- 
chine which was in the office at this place. 

Wher. the machine was taken out it ne- 
cessituted the employment of two addition- 
al clerks to do the work of the machine. 
Thesé clerks were selected from the list 
of eligibles who had successfully passed 
the civil service examinations and were 
given positions at $600 a year.each. 

The government soon found out that it 
was much cheaper to use machines, but 
because of the misunderstanding with the 
manufacturers of the Dolphin machines it 
would not make another contract with that 
company, but advertised for designs and 
models of other machines and finally ac- 
cepted the Barry and Boston machines. 
MACHINES CHEAPER THAN CLERKS. 

The Barry machine costs the government 
a rental of $150 a year, which will mean a 
saving in the Atlanta postoffice alone of 
$1,050 a year on clerk hire. 

The mi&chine is operated by electricity 
and has a capacity of 600 letters a minute, 
but is only being operated at the rate or 
450 letters a minute at the present time. 

To give an idea of the swiftness of the 
machine Postmaste? Fox explained to a 
representative of The Evening Constitution 
today that the machine can cancel enough 
letters to keep nine men at work all the 
time distributing and assorting them. 

When ready for canceling the letters are 


placed evenly together, and laid on tne na- 


chine where they are held in position; the 
current is turned on and the letters are fed 
into the stamp and come out on the oppo- 
site side nicely and evenly canceled. 

At present there is only one stamp with 
the machine, but Postmaster Fox has made 
a requisition for another stamp so that the 
machine can also be used in stamping let- 
ters which are received at the office from 
the various trains entering the city. 

The stamp in use at present is made so 


that without the slightest trouble the dates 


can be charged daily, and the hour of can- 
celing inserted at any time. 
WHO WILL GO? 
Just whose services will be dispensed 
with by the adoption of the new machine 


has not been decided upon as yet, but it | 


will be two of the substitute clerks who 
came in under the civil service rules. 

Mr. Barry, the patentee of the machine 
who placed the one in the office here yes- 
terday, left this morning for Birmingham, 
where he will put a machine in the office 
at that place; from §firmingham he will 
go to Memphis, thence to Nashville, Chat- 
tanooga and Knoxville.

BOARD MEETS THIS AFTERNOON 


Am Effort May Be Made by Johnson“ 
Friends in the Board To Abolish 
Travis’s Job—Trouble Is the Sensa- 
tion of the Hour in City Political 
Cir ele- Who Will Succeed Johnson? 


The water board will meet this afternoon 
to take some action toward alleviating the 
friction between the engineers at the two 
pumping stations. 

It is very likely that the board will carry 
out ex-Commissioner Johnson's idea to 
abolish the office of chief engineer. A 
strong sentiment has developed in this di- 
rection within the last few days. The 
board, it is said, has about agreed that to 
run the two stations independent of each 
other will put a stop to the friction. 

Aside from stopping the friction, the city 
will save about $1,000 annually in salary, 
and as economy is in line with the policy 
of the present administration, the board 
will not overlook this point. 

Commissioner Johnson's resignation will 
no doubt be commented upon. Several of 
Mr. Johnson’s friends are of the opinion 
that Chief Engineer Travis had a motive 
for making the charges against him and 
they will urge that the office of chief be 
abolished. By this means they feel that 
they will have their revenge on those who 
have forced Mr. Johnson off the board. 

WHERB TRAVIS COMES IN. 

Chief Engineer Travis, of the waterworks 
station, is the power behind the charges 
made against J. C. P. Johnson, member of 
the water board, who resigned yester- 
day. | 

Mr. Haas and Mr. Johnson say that the 
charges came from the chief engineer, and 
Mr. Johnson claims that it grows out of 
the stand he has taken in the board in 
abolishing the office of chief engineer. 

Mr. Johnson was seen this morning by an 
Evening Constitution reporter, and in an- 
swer to queries, said: 

“I don’t think I have done anything 
wrong. It is true that I never mentioned 
that I was an agent, but as all my sta- 
tionery showed that I was, I thought and 
believe now that it was generally known I 
was the Harris Oil Company agent in this 
city. When the Harris Oil Company filed 
in its bid last October it was found to be 
the lowest and. accepted. 

“It seems to me that Chief Engineer 
Travis has brought about the fight against 
me, and I believe it is owing to the fact 
thet ever since the first of this year I 
have favored and urged the abolition of 
the office of chief engineer. 

SAYS TRAVIS GOT THE RECEIPT. 

“I have it on good authority that $25 
was paid to obtain the receipt I gave to 
the Harris Oil Company. I know that Mr. 
Travis furnished Mr. Hillyer and Mr. Haas 
with information concerning the commis- 
sion I had received and showed the receipt. 
It is a strange thing to me that those who 
desired to force me off the board should 
take so much trouble to get their informa- 
tion from Providence, R. I., when they 
could have stepped over to the courthouse 
and I could have told them all about it."’ 

Mr. Johnson was asked why he did not 
refuse to resign and fight the matter be- 
fore the council. In answer he said: 

„Well, on Saturday I thought I would 
fight it out, but after considering the niat- 
ter I thought Mayor Collier would have 
the power to appoint the investigating 
committee, and as he had demanded my 
resignation, I was not certain as to the 
showing I would have before the commit- 
tee. Therefore, to avoid a fight, I decided 
to resign.’’ 

WHAT MR. HAAS SAYS. 

Mr. Haas, one of the members of the 
board who brought the charges before 
Mayor Collier, said this morning: 

“Mr. Travis furnished us with the infor- 
mation and Mr. Hillyer and myself went 
before Mayor Collier and made a state- 
ment to him and I believe urged that it 
should be investigated. I left the city a 
few days afterwards, but before going I 
met Mayor Collier again and remarked 
that the ‘matter should not rest.’ The 
point Mr. Hillyer and myself made was 
that Mr. Johnson should have made known 
to the board the fact that he was an agent 
for the Harris Oil Company. If he had 
done that you can rest assured he would 
never have been on the committee which 
passed on the contract. , 

“Now as to there being any personal 
feeling behind the matter I can't say; I do 
know that Mr. Travis first called our at- 
tention to the matter.“

In the supreme court today argument 
was concluded in the case of the state 
against Charles Waller, from the Macon 
circuit, Waller is charged with murder, 
and is under a life sentence. The case was 
argued by Messrs. John R. Cooper and Ma- 
rion Harris for the defense and Hon. Rob- 
ert Hodges for the state. 

The case of the state against James 
Campbell, from Jasper, was argued.

Brookins is under sentence for 
shooting and killing Sanders Oliphant and 
Leila McRae, at Louisville, in Jefferson 
county. He had been living with the wo- 
man and she was about to be married to 
Oliphant. Brookins visited her and found 
Oliphant there and a row ensued in which 
both Oliphant and Leila McRae were shot 
and killed by Brookins. 

The grounds for a new trial are based on 
the claim that the shooting was accidental 
in the killing of the woman and done in 
self-defense in the killing of the man. 

The second division of the court was in 
session today, Justice Lumpkin presiding 
with Justices Fish and Cobb. Judge Fish 
has been detained at home for several days 
by the serious iliness of his wife but she is 
now convalescing. The court having com- 
pleted the hearing of criminal cases will 
take up the eastern circuit tomorrow.

The Imperial theater and the place of 
W. D. Smith, dealer in dry goods and 
general merchandise, was this morning 
piaced in the hands of a temporary re- 
ceiver. 

L. P. Skeen was named by Judge Can- 
dler to take charge and make an inven- 
tory. 

On yesterday Mr W. D. Smith filed mort- 
gages in the clork's office aggregating 
several thousand dollars. The mortgages 
were on his stock of goods. The Imperial 
theater was not mentioned. 

At a later hour he filed a transfer of 
the Imperial theater, J. B. Thompson be- 
ing named as grantor. 

Ellis & Gray, representing several thou- 
sand dollars named in the mortgages, fore- 
closed. these this morning and the shoriff 
closed up the store of Mr. Smith. 

Glenn, Slaton & Phillips, representing 
Frank, Kahn & Frank, later asked Judge 
Candler to appoint a receiver for both the 
store and the Imperial theater. Judge 
Candler signed the order at Deoxutur his 
morning, and upon the arrival of the at- 
torneys in the city notices were placed 
on the door of the store and in front of 
the theater stating that both houses were 
in the hands of L. P. Skeen, as temporary 
receiver. 

This will bring up a legal point. Ellis & 
Gray say that if the indebtedness of Mr. 
Smith is greater than the value of the 
stock of goods, there is no need or occa- 
sion for a receiver. 

The mortgages filed yesterday amount to 
more then $12,000, while the entire effects 
of the store are not worth more han $10, - 
000, it is sald. 

ELEPHANT ON HIS HANDS. 

It is the Imperial that has caused Mr. 
Smith's trouble. He has a ground lease 
en the place, and when Harry Frank gave 
up the theater it was left on his hands. He 
has endeavored to make it pay but to no 
avail. It has been an elephant on his 
hands. 

W. D. Smith is one of the largest clothing 
dealers on Decatur street. It was supposed 
that he was. doing a paying business. He 
has occupied his old stand for several years, 
and is known as one of Atlanta's pioneer 
merchants. 

The mortgages that were filed by Mr. 
Smith yesterday morning were for all he 
owes, he claims.

A SEAFARING EXPERIENCE. 

I had a letter from Charles Walter Dem- 
ing, at Brunswick, this morning, and it 
aroused in me that old longing for the sea. 
The last time I was down at Brunswick, 
it has been about two years ago now, he 
and I drove through the suburbs and had 
a good time. I examined the beautiful 
turnpike that leads out toward the fron- 
tlers somewhere and found that it was 
made of saw palmetto stubble, pine straw 
and cypress bark, with a coat of sand on 
top. The wheels didn’t make a bit of noise 
and there was neither mud in wet weather 
nor dust in dry weather, and I believe it 
was the most perfect road I ever saw. 


Then we went out with Colonel Goodyear 
to examine tho harbor improvements, and 
I had a real unobstructed view of the 
ocean.

I suppose that it was 
because my spirits rose so rapidly that a 
little thing like a new moon didn't bother 
me much. I should hardly have stood back 
for a full moon then. It was evidently the 
sea fare that caused me to feel so elated. 
At any rate, I made my way to the docks 
and began to inquire of the negroes whom 
I found prowling about if there was a ma- 
iner or navigator in the crowd. One an- 
cient con, with a cunning cut in his eye, 
told me ‘that there were no ‘gators in 
those waters of any sort. I thanked him 
more effusively than the occasion required 
and explained to him that I wanted to go 
out on the bay. 

He soon caught on to my unsophisticated 
and trusting nature and we struck up a 
bargain. He had a boat tied w a posi 
down below and he would take me across 
Turtle river for a dollar and give me the 
benefit of all the sea room that I needed 
I happened to have a dollar and paid him 
in advance.

It was unnecessary. for me 
to look upward to see the stars, as the 
surface of the steély waters reflected 
them back, and it seemed to me that there 
was a regular milky way afloat on the 
tide.

Hered to be the principal reason Colonel 
Buck decided to take his present trip. 
From the tme McKinley’s election was 
an assured face until he left the city, the 
wevublican leader’s office was besought 
by. 50 or 60 people a day, all clamoring for 
recognition of their service to the g. o. p. 

The wear anc tear of the campaign 
and the bother of numerous callers, com- 
pletely Ercke dcavn Col. Buck’s health and 
he was on the verge of an attack of ill- 


ness when he left for the West. 


Of course the trip to Canton and Cleve- 
land has its polrtical significance. The 
colonel has a few faverites he wants re- 
warded and evidently thought it best to 
make arrangements for them before Me- 
Kinley takes his oath of office. 

DR. ARNOLD’S VIEWS. 

Dr. C. W. Arnold, of Albany, one of 
the most prominent republicans in Georgia, 
declares that Colonel Buck is an office 
seeker himself, and would like very much 
to be appointed minister to Mexico. The 
doctor is well versed on all affairs of his 
party and the following interview between 
him and Mr. H. M. Melntosh, of The 
Albany Daily Herald, is highly interesting: 

Dr. Arnold was asked what particular 
place he had his eye on, it being presumed 
that as a matter of course he would want 
something, but he settled this point at 
once in a rather philosophical way by 
saying: 

“There is not an office in the state that 
I would care for. Of course, there are 
appointments which I would be glad to 
get, but we Georgia republicans will have 
to be content for the most part with the 
offices that are to be filled in our owy 
state. The big appointments will all have 
to go to prominent party men in republi- 
can states—states whose electoral votes are 
cast for the republican candidates.

“What does Colonel Buck want, doc- 
tor?’’

There may be other prominent repub- 
licans in Georgia who know as much about 
how the federal offices in this state are 
going to be distributed under the McKinley 
administration as Dr. Arnold does, but I 
don’t think any of them know any more, 


and the prominence that I have given to 
the doctor in this connection may be ex- 
plained by the suggestion that he has 
talked—given me the benefit of some of 
his infermation—while the others haven't.

ARRANGING STATE DRILLS 


I'repesed That the Occasion Shall Be 
for Charity—All Military 
tions in the State Will Come—Affair 
To Be Observed at Piedmont Park.

Active preparations are now on foot for 
the largest military fete ever held in At- 
lanta. 

In a few days formal announcement will 
be made that just after Lent the military 
companies of Georgia will gather in this 
city at a three days’ festival and prize 
drill, the most extensive ever held in the 
south. 

High officials in the Fifth regiment have 
been consulted, and they have agreed, 
after communicating with the officers of 
cther regiments, to join in the movement 
to make the occasion notable in every way. 

Back of the .whole movement will be a 
charitable object, and the woman's de- 
partment of the Marietta street missions 
will push the affair .At the next session of 
the Woman’s Club the question will be 
presented and will meet with co-operation 
from that body and every organigation in 
Atlanta in which the women are engaged. 

The plan for the big meet is yet in em- 
bryo, but it has developed sufficiently to 
have substantial backing and to guaran- 
tee the positive statement that it will be 
an occasion more elaborate than any ob- 
served in Atlanta since the exposition. 

SOME SPECIAL FEATURES. 

While it will be nominally a military 
event other features will be brought in 
which will make it of general importance 
in all lines. The lessees of Piedmont park 
have agreed to furnish the grounds grat- 
is, and many other offers ur a gratuitous 
nature have given those who have the 
project on foot stronger encouragement 
than was at first anticipated, 

As to the military feature all officers of 
the Fifth regiment Lave been consulted 
and have signified their intention of co- 
operating in every effort. The railroads, 
too, have agreed to furnish a special rate 
to those who attend, and it is expected to 
secure the free transportation of the mem- 
bers of the Georgia militia. No official 
programme has as yet been made out, but 
it is proposed to have a test drill, open 
to all enlisted companies jn the service of 
the state. There will be also a series of 
special drills, and a regimental parade of 
extensive nature. The companies will be 
tested also on what they have learned 
during their camping experiences, and will 
be given drills in all rough fleld move- 
ments. It has been suggested to conclude 
the military programme with a sham bat- 
tle, planned after some celebrated histori- 
cal engagement. 

This, of course; is the barest outline of 
what will be held. As stated, in addition 
to the military affair, there will be a spe- 
clal programme of bicycle races, and other 
interesting features. The movement is 
headed by the most prominent women in 
Atlanta, and in a day or two the whole 
plan will take definite shape. 

It has been the desire of those who have 
it in charge to keep the matter quiet until 
the full programme can be announced.
